The league made tin) best possible
choice of a president in again honoring
a man who so w oil understands both
the purposes of its existence.

The work of the league being dono
not merely in the campaign months,
but all the year round, General Clark-eo- n

is Bhrowdly looking ahead. Liko
other thoughtful observers of the signs
of the times, he declares that the labor
question is tho coming question, and
that tho Republican party can and
ought to be foremost in solving it. The
Republican party haa already Jono u
good deal in that direction. It has
abolished slave labor; it has excluded
the competing productn of cheap foreign
labor, and it lias been tho moat active
ptrty iu enacting factory inspection
laws, and secret ballot laws which
tended to make labor's vote free and
independent.

Succcsjfnl societies

among farmers, though rare, yet exist,
soveral of them. The grango movomont
that promised so much soon after the
war was not a failure, for from its mis-

takes tho agriculturist learned how to
conduct enterprises that
have not turned out wrong.

creameries nud cheese- factories
among fanners aro not uncommon.
Tho Philadelphia Milk Producers' Sup
ply company is another instanco of how
farmers cau climb on top, uniting their
resourcos and ideas.

Tho most conspicuous examplo of tho
success of a genuine agri-

cultural storo is perhaps to bo found in
the Johnson County (Kan.)
association. Iu 1870, somo timo after
tho great granger wavo had reached
flood tido and subsided, this society was
organized. Sixty members joined and
paid iu $S0O, and that was the capital
with which tho Johnsou county organ-
ization started on its careor. Now,
sixteen years later, tho paid up capital is
$100,000 and tho membership is 700.

There is a sinking fund of $30,000. show-

ing that farmers can learn and use bust-'no- ss

principles ns well as bankers and
manufacturers cau when thoy set their
heads to it. At tho headquarters in
Johnson county tho company's building
is worth &50,000, and the stock of goods
it contains is largo ami valuable. Be-

sides this these funnels who mean
business have six branch stores and
own and run a newspaper.

Under tho system pursued in Johnson
county the stockholders patronize- theit
store, paying casfi for what they get at
tho usual rotail price. At tho end of
oach year they divide the profits that
havo accrued. This, on tho whole,
seems tho system host adopted to tho

community. Last year tho
net profits were a little less than $20,000

in the Johnsou county society.
The Texas association, or

ganized in 1878, lias been fully as sue
cessful. The famous Riverside Fruit
Growers' association, of California, is an
illustration of what among
ruralists will do. So is the Fruit Grow-

ers' union, of southern New Jersey. This
organization markets its own products
and pockets all tho profits. The bad
custom nmong farmers of buying goods
on credit is tho worst obstacle to the
success of stores among
them.
